*x*x CANADA. 248-MCW kHz, Nov 5 at 0704 UT, dash and WG, the NDB from 
Winnipeg with quite a strong 1 kW signal like PR on 391; but no 
rarities from elsewhere in Canada; weak 250-watt, 413-MCW, YHD from 
Dryden, Ont (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 328-MCW kHz, Nov 11 at 0739 UT, ND beacon dash and YTL, 
which is 1000 watts from Big Trout Lake, Ontario, way north of Thunder 
Bay, last logged Oct 10 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CANADA. 351-MCW kHz, Nov 8 at 0743 UT, dash and YKQ, 500-watt ND 
beacon at Fort Rupert - Waskaganish, Québec, which is on an inlet at 
the very southern end of James Bay, near the Ontario border. No 
problem separating from 350 RG at WRWA OKC. 


346-MCW kHz, Nov 8 at 0744 UT, dash and YXL, 500-watt NDB at Sioux 
Lookout, Ontario (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. CNR1 jammer survey, Nov 5 at 1441, none in the WOOB 13s, 12s 
or 10s, but weak Chinese on 11120, JBA carriers on 11440, 11460 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA. CNR1 jammer survey near sunset here, Nov 8 at 2308: 7540 & 
7470 in Chinese, both against RFA in Tibetan this hour only, via 
Kuwait and Tajikistan, respectively. 


Nov 8 from 2325, WOOB survey between 12 and 14 MHz only finds CNR1 
jammers: 12190 & 12230 S3-S4, the rest JBA/carriers: 12500, 12550, 
12870, 13070, 13160, 13920 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CHINA. 7430, Nov 8 at 2309, S9 Khmer mentioning Boris Johnson. It’s 
CRI via Nanning site; need LSB to avoid 7435 R Marti and jamming 
splash (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k CHINA. 7220, Nov 8 at 2311, Vietnamese talk with music CCI, 


$9+15/20, CRI scheduled via Xianyang site --- 0, it’s not QRM but 
voice-over, geez, briefly music only; but when talk resume I can still 
detect an understation, which would be Romania in English (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CHINA. CNR1 jammer search, Nov 10 at 1350, none WOOB higher than 
JBA carriers on 10920, 10720; at 1353, JBA or JBACs on 9215, 9290, 
9315, 9320, 9340, 9355, 9370 --- but per Aoki of these, 9290, 9340, 
9355 and 9370 are all something else (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xxk CHINA. Evening CNR1 jammer search WOOB, Nov 10 from 2310: JBA or 
JBA carriers, u.o.s. Strong 13070 S6-S9 brought up on second receiver 
for easily // chex. Started tuning down from 14000; there may have 
been some above: 13160, 13130, 13070, 12880, 12835 S5-6, 12820, 12550 
S6-8, 12500 S6-7, 12230 S6-7, 12210, 12190. 


At 2319, 11775 inband // 13070. 


From 2321: 11750 S4-6, 11580 S3, 11520 S3, 11500 S2, 11440, 11170, 
11150, 11120, 11100 S6-8, 10970 S7-8, 10920 S7-8, 10870 S5-6, 10820 
S4-6, 10160 S8-9! - but avoids the *°30m** hamband up to 10150. 


From 2327: 9180, 9200 S9+20/25, 9215 S7, 9230?, 9300 S7-8 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CHINA. 6090, Nov 11 at 0005, poor Chinese not // CNR1 11070 etc., 
rather CNR2, China Business Radio. Aoki/NDXC shows site Golmud 916, 
while EiBi shows q which is really the same: 

q-Ge'ermu/Golmud "916" (Qinghai) 36N26-95E00 

Would you believe Aoki/NDXC still shows on 6090 the Anguillan part of 
Great Britain; and Bandeirantes/Brasil. 


6080, Nov 11 at 0006, CNR1 at S9+10 not a jammer but // 11070 which 
is; site also q, only one myriahertz separate from 6090 (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. 11790, Nov 10 at 2318, discussion in American English, so 
likely CRI, certainly not VOA! Yes, sked CRI 23-01 via Xianyang site; 
and not hearing any RHC spur from 11800 which is fairly strong; nor on 
11810 but something else, per Aoki/NDXC CNR8 in Mongolian from Beijing 
site (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA. 15125, Nov 11 at 0013, English narration with music, and 
voicing-over a bit of Chinese, so it’s CRI via Beijing site for SE 
Asia but good here, noticed when tuning 15120 for absent CRI relay via 
Cuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA [non]. 15700, Nov 7 at 1502, CRI English via CUBA is S9/+10 


but again, Just Barely Modulated. SAWA RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15140, Nov 4 at 2019, RHC first English of the day confirmed 
usual non-DST shift to one UT hour later from 2000, VG S9+20 with OK 
modulation altho often not (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2059) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Nov 5 at 0644, RHC English again on this frequency 
instead of erroneous 5910 23 hours ago, // 6145 and 5040 also on an 
hour later than in summer, all with OK modulation but 6000 is 
suptorted. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF 
RADIO 2059) 


xx CUBA. 13638 & 13763 approx., Nov 5 at 1433, RHC Spanish extremely 
distorted FMish spurblobs with Fé tones are back! after quite a spell 
missing, about S9 out of even stronger fundamental 13700. But only 
trace of further multiples circa 13566, 13826, 13886. 


Nov 5 at 1520 I blobcheck again: approx. 13763 but much weaker on 
13638, while 13700 is S9+10/20 with good modulation. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2059) 


*xx CUBA. 15140, Nov 5 at 1518, RHC ‘Sonido Cubano’ music is ruined by 
suptorted modulation out of this S9+20; // 15230 is relatively OK, 
just undermodulated (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Nov 6 at 0717, RHC English is here but suptorted, yet 
the only frequency on this late tonight, unlike previous nights. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Sunday November 8 at 0816, I am unfortunately not fully 
asleep so check for weekly RHC Esperanto, confirmed in progress here 
and nowhere else on 49m. Ex-0700 UT during DST. Next broadcast ex-1500 
during DST is now from 1602 on 11760 and 15140, as 13700 has just 
turned off. Opening gives schedule, on 6100 but missed copying the 
alleged time; 1600 on 11760-only; 2230 on 15730 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 15140, Sun Nov 8 at 1439, ‘En Contacto’ has already started 
on RHC: not a word from ailing Arnie to be heard, as Marta Rios reads 
his script about solar activity, including mailbag acknowledgements, 
one from February 2020 --- so an old show? One other voice is the AER 
guy with monthly DX report from Spain, which is about only 3 stations: 
V of Mongolia, R Clube do Para, and RAE on 5800, failing to mention 
that’s a detested WRMI relay; and as always laboriously spelling out 
p-mail contact addresses. // frequencies on now include 11760, 13740 & 
13700 lacking spurs, 15230 suptorted. Something's always wrong at 

RHC.

Would you believe this is still dated Abril 2016-Noviembre 2016?!?! 
Something’s very wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) but see below 


xx CUBA. 11760, Nov 8 at 2323, RHC is S5-S8 and distorted about a 
pintor, music. Can't even properly present its #1 legacy frequency. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauer, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6145 // 6100, Nov 9 at 0733, final playback of Sunday English 
from RHC achieves two frequencies tonight and decent modulation! 
Something's not wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Nov 10 at 0653, RHC English is suptorted here, but OK 
on 6145, and 5040 still on; plus 6000 but undermodulated. Now the 
nominal English hours on 5040 should be 00-01 & 06-07 only. 
Something*s always wrong at RHC. BTW, the **African*’* hour in English 
in B-seasons had been at 2200 but I have not hunted for it since that 
disappeared mid-summer when it was at 2300 on 7380 // 5040 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13700, Nov 10 at 1345, RHC is not on here but is on 13740. 
Aoki/NDXC shows 13740 Bejucal at 12-14, and 13700 Bauta at 14-16, but 
they usually overlap considerably. EiBi agrees with NDXC except puts 
both in Bauta. No spurs possible with 13700 off, but Mark Coady had 
some the following hour today (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 5990, Nov 11 at 0010, JBM Spanish, wonder if an RHC program? 
No, not // 6000, 11760 or 11950 and eventually talking about China, so 
CRI relay as scheduled; however, no signal on // 15120. Something's 
always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6000, Nov 11 at 0010, RHC Spanish discussion of US politix, 
running 5 seconds behind 5025 R. Rebelde, so both are simulcasting the 
“Mesa Redonda’ TV show; also on // 11950 at 0018 only S6 and JBM. But 
not on any other RHC channel, own Spanish (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. Anomalies from RHC as I start tuning Nov 11 at 1433: spurblob 
circa 13838, which would be 2 x +69 kHz out of 13700 transmitter, but 
shortly disappears, and by the time I get to 13700 it is vacant too; 
and so is 13740. At 1436, I find 15140 also AWOL, 15230 on but 
undermodulated, 11760 JBA but quickly pops up to S9+10. 


At *1439, 13700 comes back on at S9, and simultaneously 13740 back too 
at S9+20: proof that both are from same site, Bauta or Bejucal, only 
one of which has suffered a power failure. 


Also on now are the FMish extremely distorted spurblobs out of 13700, 
with Fi# telltale tone, ~69 kHz intervals: primaries 13769V noticeably 
wobbling too, and 13631 S7-S9; second-orders 13562 & 13838; 
third-order JBA 13493; all still going at 1507 after 13740 is off.

5990, Nov 8 at 2317, CRI relay music but modulation 
is cutting off and on, and when on, it’s distorted. This hour is 
supposed to be in English, but I check 13650 and hear exactly the same 
music and cutouts synchronized in the °*‘Portuguese’* service, so both 
getting the same defective feed from Beijing. At 2319 I also hear the 
same music on 6100 but not cutting out, i.e. CRI **Portuguese** hour 
direct from Beijing site. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba too 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. 7435 & 7355, Nov 6 at 0722, RM is off, presumably 
back to temporary extension until 0600* only; but pulse jamming is 
still running on non-Marti frequencies 7435, 7405, 7365, 7355. 
Something's always wrong at the Jamming Command (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*x ERITREA [non]. 17545, Sat Nov 7 at 1547-1558 presumed Tigrigna 
talk and music until chopped off abruptly, checking out the 
RMI-brokered clandestine via Issoudun, FRANCE, as monitored via 
UTwente at S8-S9+10. Earlier I had posted on the WOR iog: 


““Surprised to see at the end of WRMI schedules page a list of RMI 
brokered relays including this Eritrean(?) clandestine on Saturdays; 
anyone know what that name mean? Glenn

““There are Eritrean "Bayto Yiakl" organisations in the USA and UK, 
with websites, Facebook pages e.g. https://baytoyiakl.org/ The "Voice 
of Bayto Yiakl" programme links from August on this US website show 
17545 (kHz?). Translating from Tigrinya, "Bayto" seems to mean 


"assembly" and "Yiakl" seems to mean "Enough is enough". 73, Alan’

More from Kai Ludwig: 

“*I think Sawt al Samood is Arabic, so would no longer be heard 
anyway, with all programming being in Tigrinya now? On the other hand 
transferring a weekly transmission slot from one organization to 
another already happened with the Rwanda broadcasts from Talata 
Volonondry. 


See the text at the start page https://baytoyiakl.org for its 
references to Ethiopia. This aspect could soon become very topical, 
there are fears that Eritrea could engage in what happens since three 
days in Tigray, explicitly called a war by the head of DW Amharic who 
adds that "one can only hope that Paris, Berlin and London will take 
notice of it also in the coronavirus winter".

It could be worth to check out the Mekele broadcasting station and its 
transmission on 5950 kHz via the Addis Abeba (Geja Dera) shortwave 
plant.

*k GERMANY. 9669.850, Nov 7 at 1946, JBA music from Channel 292, needs 
LSB tuning to avoid splash from much stronger 9675 music, Turkish from 
Sa’udi Arabia. I’m checking it direct only to here. Has been testing 
with new rotatable hi-gain antenna with 10 kW. Website has detailed 
skedgrid for 9670 and other frequency programming, but nothing 
specific here and now. It’s so small that it’s hard to make out the 
programs, and low-res so zooming it up makes the blurs larger, 
revealing that most of the 24/7 hours are not yet booked in English 
and German. The azimuths to around here are 248-293-338, i.e. 45 
degrees apart. Can there be any setting between, or only in these 8 
steps? Rohrbach is in SE Germany west of Austria, and my NGS globe 
shows the direxion to Enid is: 308 degrees so we are 15-30 degrees 
split between. Others have reported same frequency offset within a 
couple Hz. Seems a little weaker after 2000, maybe beam change. 


Texas Radio Shortwave planned test to NAm via Channel 292 on 9670v, 
UT Sun Nov 8 at 0300-0400. At 0253 I start listening via TWR Raleigh 
NC SDR: some VP music averaging S3; at UTwente S6-S7 but not enough. 
After 0300 I cannot recognize it as TRSW for sure; still same at 
Raleigh and UTwente. Nothing here in OK, nor to noisy Maine SDR. Just 
heard QSL announcement at 0315-0316. Brasil 9665- is much stronger 
everywhere. Clearly WRMI is preferable for TRSW to here, as tried on 
5800, 24 hours earlier, which I reported and QSLed (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) See also USA: WRMI 


xx IRELAND. 3413-USB, Nov 6 at 0732, VOLMET by YL voice JBA, 
EiBi-listed Shannon; also San Francisco can use 3413, 24 hours, 
presumably for intermittent ATC comms (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x JAPAN [and non]. 7445, Nov 10 at 0656, quite a collision here, 
BBCWS in English until 0659.5*, and something in Japanese at equal 
level --- one transmitter with double feed, or two? No SAH detectable. 
B-20 HFCC shows BBC ASCENSION at 0600-0700, but NHK is not supposed to 
start until 0700! It does keep going solo after BBC quits, timesignal 
at ToH. This one is 300 kW, 85 degrees direct from Yamata for CIRAF 14 
& 16 = Chile, Argentina, most of Uruguay and half of Paraguay & 
Bolivia, at 0700-0900 UT, i.e. starting at 3 or 4 am local! Are the 
Japanese immigrant community there known for early-rising? This would 
be much better suited for Hawaii on the way at 9-11 pm HST! But this 
morning turned on a bit earlier? Aha, Aoki/NDXC shows *0655, and also 
that 7445 BBC is xjammed; its 65-degree azimuth across Africa must be 
intruding into Chicomland, where far too many Mandarins understand 
English and otherwise would risk corruption by the truth (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MADAGASCAR. 9515, Nov 10 at 2026-2028, soft orchestral music, 


maybe looping as an IS? Good with some flutter. It’s AWR French aimed 
USward across Africa at 320 degrees from Talata with 250 kW from 
2000. 


9855, Nov 10 at 2029, open carrier at S9/+10, 2030 NHK World Radio 
Japon opening in French, somewhat undermodulated. Could be same Talata 
transmitter just closed on 9515; now it’s 250 kW at 305 degrees (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MEXICO. 18160-USB, Nov 9 at 1510, 4A50CRH calling QRZ in English 
with fonetix. Where in the world is the 4A- preficed country? Merely 
Mexico, but invoked for a special event to enhance prefix-counting 
without any DXpeditioning.

I wonder if it’s in common usage outside ham radio and 
this club to refer to their city/state, as **Aguascalientefio’* would 
be rather cumbersome.

Maybe now it will resume radio silence between 15 and 21, later after 
15 on weekends. 9395 runs 24 hours, with quite a variety of Systems

C, F, G, H, J. The transmitter grid has been updated as of today. 
WRMI posted this on disgraced FB, 42 minutes before 2204 UT Nov 10:

12018.8, Nov 10 circa 2317, another longtime cockeyed VOV JBA carrier, 
scheduled now in Indonesian on rounded ‘12019° per EiBi but this 
block of languages absent from Aoki (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk ZAMBIA [non]. 17775-, Nov 9 at 1554, S9/+10 of dead air, or is 
there some JBM? KVOH, Simi Valley, California, USA, is supposed to 
start at 1500 on winter weekdays. Recheck at 1601, now I am surprised 
to hear an ID in English by the well-known voice of Ray Robinson, as 
*““This is Radio Christian Voice, Lusaka; following program provided by 
Strategic Communications Group, Ltd.’*, and into praise music, not 
“Frecuencia al Dia’ in Spanish. 


Before I could report this, Ray himself posted to the WOR iog at 1654 
UT: **‘Due to an equipment failure in the KVOH studio here in 
California, we are currently relaying Voice of Hope - Africa 
programming (in English) on the KVOH transmitter, at 17775 kHz. 
Hopefully this will be for one day only, but you may be interested to 
hear the anomaly.
